Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative asked the examiner to suggest allowable 
subject matter. The examiner indicated that claims directed to compositions comprising specific reagents at specific 
concentrations may be allowable with a showing of unexpected or improved qualities regarding such specific 
compositions. The examiner indicated that the claims as written were very broad and encompassed compositions 
taught in the art. Applicant's representative asserted that none of the references cited recite a composition wherein a 
thermostable enzyme retains at least 90% of its enzymatic activity for at least 4 weeks when said composition is stored 
at about 20 to 25 deg. C. The examiner indicated that such recitation refers to a property of the composition, which 
does not have to be explicetely stated in a reference. The examiner indicated that the previous office actions 
addressed the claimed properties with regard to the references. The examiner indicated that if applicants had 
evidence to show that the compositions set forth in the cited reference of Scalice was not stable as required by the 
claim, such evidence could be submitted and would be considered.
